$5,482,983 w orth of building p ro jec ts undertaken 
within the city lim its during 1975.

D epartm ent released a m onthly repo rt Monday 
showing 1975 to be G eorgetow n’s best construc­ 
tion y ea r since 1972 by $827,983. Back in 72. the 
city recorded $4,655 million w orth of new pro­ 
jects. 


Total value of new construction is a b aro m e ter 
of the city's econom ic health. 
THIS Y E A R ’S TOTAL was also far b etter than 
those of 1973 ($3,882 million) or 1974 ($2 558 
million). 


Seventy-one new single-fam ily hom es w ere 
built within the city lim its this year, com pared 
to ju s t 66 last y e a r. In 1973, new h o m es 
num bered 73.

( hance said. Small trees which have about a 
one-year-old root system should be used 
P lace the graft about an inch above ground 
level, he explained, by cutting a notch n e a r the 
root. Then cut a wedge in the bottom end of the 
g raft and fit it into the notch. Next, a wide 
ru b ber band is w rapped around the stock, with a 
plastic bag put over the g raft to protect the en­ 
tire grafted area.

Sabotaging the CIA 


The London Times this week said what some of our 


major U S newspapers ought to have been saying for 
the past year. in our judgment. 


The editorial follows: 


The murder of Mr. Richard Welch, chief of 


American intelligence operations in Greece, raises 
serious questions about the campaign against the CIA 
which is now being waged in the United States In­ 
dued responsibility for the murder is being attributed 
to the magazine Counterspy, which published Mr 
Welch’* name in a list of CIA agents a year ago and 
thereby exposed him to increased risk of assassina- 
t ion 


I he main issue is not the precise degree of these in­ 
formers responsibility for Mr. Welch's death but 
whether their methods of opposing the CIA are 
legitimate. They are not One of the most vital at­ 
tributes of a constitutional democracy is that it 
provides institutional channels for the correction of 
abuses People who disagree with the policies of the 
CIA or oppose its entire existence are free to cam­ 
paign for its abolition in the press and through 
Congress. They are free to expose its activities to the 
puhlie eye to the extent that this does not endanger 
national security. In Congress they can insist on closer 
scrutiny behind closed doors They are not entitled to 
circumvent democratic procedures and institutions 
and engage in direct action especially when they 
represent only a small group attacking an agency with 
direct responsibility for national security. 


The CIA is a properly established agency of a 


democratically elected government. It operates under 
the authority of the President and is subject to 
Congressional scrutiny. Regardless how disreputable 
some of its activities have been and how inadequate 
some of the controls have proved, anyone who directly 
sabotages its operations is sabotaging the con­ 
stitutional system and adopting the same methods and 
attitudes which he condemns in the CIA 


The ('IA has some very dark patches on its record 


and has done things which no American government 
ought ever to have authorized It has frequently been 
carried away by excess of zeal. Its anomalous role as a 
clandestine agency in a system pledged to truth and 
openness has never been properly worked out It needs 
reform and is itself aware of this. 


I he intermingling of different functions has con­ 
tributed greatly to corrupting the agency The agency 
is. however, a necessary institution, and this needs to 
be clearly asserted Information is necessary and es­ 
pionage is unavoidable. Attempts to influence the af­ 
fairs of other countries are fraught with moral, 
political and practical problems but cannot be wholly 
abandoned in a very imperfect world. Americans who 
would abolish or cripple the CIA are either motivated 
bv a rival ideology or are suffering from that touching 
but dangerous form of American innocence which can 
do as much damage as the CIA itself.

Here is what the manual says 
about vinegar, for example: 
“Vinegar is made from the fer­ 
mentation of apple cider ...” It 
then adds that “food service 
operators generally purchase 
vinegar rn gallon or quart jars." 
On syrup: “Syrups are used in 
restaurants as a complement for 
pancakes and waffles." 
At least restaurant owners 
won t have to pay much for this 
weighty information Unfor­ 
tunately, however, the public 
will. This foolish manual will cost 
the taxpayers $28,325. 


Unfettered Fraud: A secret 
Congressional report charges 
that the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare, in effect 
is covering up fraud cases. HEW 
officials, according to the report, 
simply have no way of knowing 
how much money is being stolen 
from Uncle Sam in programs 
such as So cial Secu rity, 
Medicare, welfare and student 
assistance. 
There are 129.000 workers at 
HEW overseeing a $118 billion 
budget -- fully one-third of the 
total national budget. Ye^ only IO 
investigators are available to 
probe allegations of fraud. Five 
regional offices don’t have a 
single investigator. And there is 
a ten-year backie of uninvestig- 
ated cases piled up in HEW’ files. 
Congress recently voted an ad­ 
ditional 30 investigators to help 
clear up the mess. but President 
Ford vetoed the bill 
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Today s schools and colleges are something else. 
IF THE PREVIOUS GENERATION was hiding in the ivy 
from the draft: if the previous generation of school-agers 
resisted authority, goofed off. slid by; if the educational 
philosophy of recent semesters was “ expanding one's mind'' 
- this generation wants an education that can be used to 
make money. 
Now education must “ pay” ! 
Fewer young men graduating from high school plan to go 
on to college. Ten percent fewer than two years ago. The end 
of the draft is a factor. And probably the draft “ drove" into 
college many who never should have been there in the first 
place. 
Thus the marketplace in now surfeited with overeducated, 
underskilled unemployed, while jobs requiring skills remain 
unfilled. 
On the Northwestern University campus where students 
were demonstrating and striking in 1970, there is today a 
diligent, almost feverish preoccupation with “ job 
preparation." 
The university's director of placement. Victor Lindquist, 
says, “ For the first time I m seeing freshmen — their first 
week on campus — planning a four-year curriculum toward a 
future job." 
AND IT IS A NATIONAL TREND. At the annual conven­ 
tion of the National Student Assn. last August, a resolution 
urged Congress to “ create emergency jobs for all youth.” 
That same convention which years previous was primarily 
( oncerned with social issues — war. racism — this year was 
preoccupied with bread-and-butter issues. 
The increasing cost of higher education is an important 
lac tor encouraging parents and students to make certain 
that the investment is “ worth something in the 
marketplace.’’ 
Business majors are more numerous. Applications at 
graduate schools of management have doubled. There is 
more living on campus, more tending to “ business.” 
The state of education inevitably reflects the state of the 
nation. 
When the Russians scared us witless with their first Sput­ 
nik. we threw the full weight of education behind the 
development of the sciences. We caught the Russians — and 
passed them. 
When educational institutions overflowed in the early 70s 
liberal arts received disproportionate emphasis. 
NOW WF, MAV GO TOO FAR in pushing vocational educa­ 
tion at the expense of the humanities — before we recover 
our balance. 
If on Iv subconsciously, our enlightened young are aware 
that the Welfare State inevitably, eventually defaults on its 
promise to “ take care of everybody." 
Today s sc hool-agers are seriously preparing to take care 
of themselves.

The international flavor of 
Southwestern

even in a molecule as a young 
Pakistani scientist takes up 
research where a Polish scien­ 
tist left off 
Dr Azizullah, a cheerful 30- 
year-old chemist, is continuing 
the study of a tightly com­ 
pacted bit of matter with a long 
name — I, 2-dihal o 3,3- 
difluorocyclopropene — that 
was started at Southwestern 
last year by Dr. Janusz Sepiol 
of Poland 
Both men. through the invita­ 
tion of D r 
Robert Soulen, 
chairman of the Department of 
Chemistry at Southwestern, are 
doing the research through a 
grant by the Robert A. Welch 
Foundation 
Soulen. working closely with 
Dr Azizullah on the project, ex­ 
plains the long name as “ a 
small molecule under a great 
deal of strain — we have literal­ 
ly forced it together.” Soulen 
said that the visiting scientist is 
investigating methods of syn­ 
thesis and reaction of the 
molecule. 
‘‘What we’re basically trying 
to find out — once you make it, 
how does it react with other 
molecules." Soulen says. 
Aziz, as his friends call him, 
has quickly fit into campus life 
at Southwestern. “ The country 
and the weather are so much 
like home I don’t feel homesick 
at all, 
he says. 
A member of a scientific 
fam ily — his father was direc­ 
tor of the School of Chemistry 
at Panjab University and his 
sister is an associate professor 
of chemistry in Saudi Arabia — 
Dr Azizullah feels “ fortunate 
to get further research ex­ 
perience” at the state's oldest 
university.

The w ood, he cautioned, 
should not be allowed to dry 
out.

was double-coated. 
Hot wax has been used in the 
past to seal the cut ends, but 
M cEachern 
said the shellac 
was a s im p le r and better 
process. 
"W E H A V E L E A R N E D that 
wax gets it too hot and also 
seals it and doesn’t let the graft 
breathe, so it w ill die." he said. 
This way. "when you get up in 
the tree everything is ready to 
go." 
After the graftsticks are seal­ 
ed they should be wrapped in 
slightly damp paper.

Administration building to retain 
historic features after face-lift 


H ow ard Robinson dies in Tem ple 


The move from Southwest­ 
ern 
U nrversity’s 
A dm inis­ 
tration Building has been com­ 
pleted during the Christmas 
holidays and members of the 
faculty and administration are 
settling into their tem porary of­ 
fices. 
The evacuation took place to 
make room for the remodeling 
and refurbishing of the historic 
Administration 
Building, 
the 
first permanent structure built 
on the present campus of the 
state’s oldest university. 
Final details on the renova­ 
tion are being worked out with 
the architect, and the contract 
£ for restoring the building is ex­ 
pected to be signed sometime in 
m id-January, according to 
Basil Phillips, vice-president of 
fiscal affairs for the Univer­ 
sity. 
Work on the building has been 
made possible through a $1 
million grant from the Cullen 
Foundation of Houston. 
Historic qualities of the Ad­ 
ministration Building will be 
preserved in the renovation, 
and the exterior of the turreted 
rock stru c tu re will not be 
altered, according to Universi­ 
ty President Durwood Fleming. 


When work is completed in an 
estimated 12-15 months, most of 
the administrative offices are 
| r expected to move back into the 
Administration Building. About 
60 per cent of the building will 
be used for classrooms, includ- 
ing th e u se of th e o ld 
auditorium, which has not been 
in use for a number of years. 
This area will be utilized for an 
audio-visual room which will 
seat about 250 persons. 


While most of those offices 
located in the Administration 
building have relocated tem- 
• porarily in Mood Hall, several 
area also in other locations. 
The President’s Office is lo­ 
cated in the building known as 
the field house which is on the 
north end of the parking lot 
behind 
the A dm inistration 
Building and which faces that 
parking lot.

Public hearing cancelled 
1976 Community 
Development plan 
to be adopted Monday 


Due to a change in the Community Develop­ 
ment application process by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), the Georgetown City Council will adopt 
a final CD program proposal Monday night 
rather than participate in a planned public hear­ 
ing on the proposal. 
The city is scheduled to receive $288,000 in 
Community Development funds from HUD this 
year if its program of civic projects is approved. 
The same amount was received last year and 
will be used to finance a raw water intake struc­ 
ture at North Fork Lake. By 1980 Georgetown is 
expected to have received $912,000 in total CD 
grants. 


TWO PUBLIC HEARINGS on the city’s 
proposed use of this year’s funds have already 
been held, on July 29 and October 28 A third and 
final hearing was scheduled for Monday night, 
after which the Council was to have heard a final 
recommendation from the Citizens Advisory 
Commission and adopted a Community Develop­ 
ment proposal January 27. 
Instead. Advisory Commission chairman 
Charles A. Forbes will deliver the group's final 
recommendation Monday night and the Council 
will adopt a proposed program during its 
meeting 
Chief building inspector Tom Sams, who 
handles the application aspect of the program 
for the city, explained. “ We received a letter 
from HUD in December notifying us that the 
deadline for submitting a final plan had been 
moved up 75 days. That means the process was 
kind of telescoped and now we have to have our 
proposal in by the end of January ” 
Sams said only two public hearings on Com­ 
munity Development are required by law for 
each year of funding “So we decided to use the 
two hearings we've already had to meet the re­ 
quirement and go ahead with our application to 
meet the deadline.” 
DURING THOSE I WU PUBLIC HEARINGS, 
the following $227,636 project proposal was out­ 
lined. 
• Construction of drainage facilities in the 
San Jose Street area at a cost of $67,201. 
• Storm drainage facilities along Ash Street 
$78,707 
• A third storm drainage project, along West 
Fourteenth Street, at a cost of $14,250. 
• Construction of a $32,728 Neighborhood 
Center on Montgomery Street. The 2500 square 
foot facility would house breakfast, summer 
nutrition, day-care, and food co-op programs, as 
well as several other social and recreational ser­ 
vices. Ii would be operated by Wiliiamson-Bur- 
net County Opportunities. Inc., the Community 
Action Program agency 
• Addition of 840 square feet of floor space to 


the 
Stonehaven C e n te r’s outdoor patio. 
Enclosure of the patio would require construc­ 
tion of fieldstone walls and rough cedar siding 
with windows around three sides of an existing 
concrete slab, and extension of a roof over the 
patio at an estimated cost of $11,000 Ernest Lin­ 
coln. 
Director of the Georgetown Housing 
Authority,' said the addition would allow 
Stonehaven Center to better serve approximate­ 
ly 2000 persons each month and accommodate 
more. 
• Purchase cf eight lots in block six of the 
Glasscock Addition, with appropriation of $23,- 
750 for redevelopment of the area. 
THE SUGGESTED SLATE of projects would 
cost $364 less than the Community Development 
allocation of $228,000. 
At the October 28 hearing, Forbes declared, “I 
think at this point I can predict the Citizens Ad­ 
visory Commission will recommend funding of 
these projects as affordable.” 


In July, no citizens attended the Community 
Development public hearing, and only Forbes 
was on hand to represent the Advisory Commis­ 
sion At the second hearing in October, however, 
36 citizens, most of them residents of proposed 
project areas, turned up, as did most of the 23- 
member Advisory Commission. 
The citizens who appeared expressed satisfac­ 
tion with the city’s proposals and nominated no 
projects of their own 


At that time, it was expected that a third hear­ 
ing would be held January 12 < Monday) to afford 
one more opportunity at citizen comment on the 
proposals and possible nomination of other pro­ 
jects. 
I he change of plans for submitting a proposal 
to HUD means that further citizen input for the 
1976 program is halted 
I he city has definitely complied with the law. 
though 
< ity Manager Leo Wood commented, “ The 
program is so new that guidelines are constantly 
changing If you altered the process every time 
the guidelines changed, the program would 
become nearly an impossibility.” 
Asked whether the Advisory Commission 
should have been notified of the deadline change 
and another hearing sought. Wood said. 
I have a completely clear conscience on that, 
and I think Mr Sams does too. I believe there 
was ample opportunity for public input and we 
had good input.” 
Wood added. “ There are still three more fun­ 
ding years in which citizens can nominate pro­ 
jects if they want to.” 
In fiscal year 1977 Georgetown will seek 
another $228,000 in Community Development 
funds; in 1978. $152,000; and in 1979, $76,000 


Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers 
Association are avidly against 
the federal program. 
T exas beef cattlemen began 
to oppose the federal program 
in earnest last March when the 
government began to tighten its 
program around the country. 
The program requires that all 
breeding cattle over six months 
of age be tested for brucellosis 
when sold. 
Cattle that test out positive 
(those which have contracted 
the disease), are immediately 
branded “ B 
on the jaw and 
separated from the herd to be 
slaughtered. 
Until recently, the other ex­ 
posed cattle in the herd were 
marked with yellow tags in the 
e a r , and e ith e r s e n t for 
slaughter, or placed in quaran­ 
tine for 120 days. In this quaran­ 
tine the cattle are required to 
pass two consecutive USDA 
blood tests. Unless the cattle 
test negative, they must remain 
in quarantine until they do pass, 
or be branded “ B” and sold for 
slaughter. 
USDA has been urging Texas 
cattlemen to vaccinate their 
heifer calves with Brucella 
Abortus Strain 19 vaccine. Tex­ 
as has been plagued with about 
30 p e r c e n t of ail known 
brucellosis infected herds in the 
country, according to the 
Agricultural Marketing Ser­ 
vice. 
The federal government has 
been paying indemnities to the 
owners of cattle branded with 
Bang’s disease.

registered ones. 
But payment problems have 
arisen in the program. Pay­ 
ment has been withheld from 
the rancher until written proof 
from the slaughter houses con­ 
firms the death of the animal. 
D r. 
G e r a ld 
S ta n f ie ld , 
Georgetown veterinarian, said 
payments to local ranchers 
have been held up for as long as 
a year. 


J. J. “ Jake” Pickle, United 
States Representative, said. 
“ The failure to make timely 
payments has tied up large 
sums and has caused some to go 
broke while awaiting their due. 
Not only has the Federal 
A nim al and P la n t H ealth 
Inspection Service (APHIS) 
response been slow, but in some 
cases, payments have not ever 
been made, further aggravating 
the economic hardship of the 
producers." 
Last month Pickle asked the 
USDA to change the policy 
regarding indemnity payments. 
‘ The USDA followed my 
suggestion and has changed its 
payment upon proof of sale 
rather than proof of slaughter I 
am hopeful that they will 
cooperate again because the 
Texas livestock producer is 
already heavily burdened bv

TH IS F A L L th e USDA 
further tightened controls of 
the program, branding an “S” 
on exposed breeding animals 
rather than tagging them. The 
USDA contends that the tags 
were being removed and expos­ 
ed animals sent “ back to the 
country” to infect other herds. 
Also, to keep herds without 
infection from contact with in­ 
fected animals USDA has cer­ 
tified certain counties as being 
free of brucellosis. And to keep 
those free herds from infection, 
any breeding animal moving 
into a free county must be in­ 
spected. 
Williamson County, with 12 
herds q u a ran tin e d , is not 
classified as a free county. 
Stanfield said as many as 15 
cases a month have been 
reported in the county. William­ 
son has approximately 2,000 
cattlemen with average herds 
of 20 to 25 according to County 
Agent John Wakefield. 
When USDA passed these 
measures in September they 
told Texans that unless they 
accepted the program, their 
cattle would be quarantined on 
Jan uary 5. The quarantine 
stated no Texas cattle except 
spayed heifers and steers over 
six months can be moved out of 
the state without being branded 
with an “S” on the left cheek. 
The only buyers would be 
slaughter houses or quaran­ 
tined feed lots. Also the quaran­ 
tine would make all clean coun­ 
ties suspected counties. 
USDA would also stop all 
federal indemnity payments to 
Texas cattlem en until the 
quarantine is ended. 
—0— 
OPPOSITION to the federal 
program centers around the 
cost of the inspection program, 
which forces ranchers to bear 
the $2 test on each breeding 
animal sold, and now those that 
are moved to a clean county. 
According to veterinarians, 
both local and statewide, there 
is a definite need for more 
research in the areas of both in- 
oculation and incubation 
periods. USDA uses the four 
month period as a standard in­ 
cubation te st period, but 
veterinarians statewide feel the 
incubation period is still an un­ 
known factor. 
Veterinarian Dr. Raymond 
G. Garrett of Taylor, former 
d ire c to r of 
TAHC, 
and a 


member of the ICA Brucellosis 
Com m ittee, 
has 
inspected 
“ thousands of infected herds 
and incubation periods have 
ranged from three months to 
two years.” 
“The incubation period is not 
known, because the disease has 
so many personalities,” said 
Garrett. “And that is why there 
is a negative image of the 
brucellosis program in Texas. 
It s come down to the point that 
Texas cattlemen would rather 
have brucellosis than the USDA 
people, because they are not do­ 
ing any research to improve 
these programs,” said Garrett. 
Local ranchers contend they 
are rounding up cattle too often, 
destroying pens because the 
cattle become wild with so 
much handling, hurting the cat­ 
tle, and are being burdened 
with hiring extra help without 
the assurance that the herds 
will eventually get a clean bill 
of health. 
“The disease is no problem to 
c a ttle pro d u cers, but the 
program is one big problem and 
will bankrupt many of us if con­ 
tinued.” said Hilmar G. Moore, 
president of the Texas and 
Southwestern 
Cattle 
Raisers 
A s s o c i a t i o n . 
G a r r e t t 
recommends that the federal 
government pay all the ex­ 
penses since they are the ones 
who want this program. 
He maintains there are more 
brucellosis cases now in Texas 
than there were ten years ago, 
when he was executive director 
of TAHC. 
“ And th is is 
ridiculous, Decause the federal 
government has spent over $3 
billion over the last 40 years on 
the program.” 
“If the USDA could promise 
results in two years, Texans 
would be behind them, but they 
can’t promise that,” said Stan­ 
field. 
Garrett suggests two ways 
the program can be improved. 
One, study the incubation 


period and accurately deter­ 
mine it. Then herd quarantines 
would be effective, he said. 
Two, standardize both the vac­ 
cine, and the administering of 
it. “ Both of these studies should 
be done at the expense of the 
federal 
g o vernm en t,” 
say 
Garrett and others in the cattle 
market.

MEAT from brucellosis in­ 
fected cattle can be eaten 
without fear of getting the dis­ 
ease. 
But the USDA has tightened 
control this year to start a IO 
year blitz to do away with the 
disease, because humans can 
contract the disease. 
It is an occupational hazard 
of veterinarians, herd owners 
and slaughter house workers. It 
can also be contracted through 
drinking unpasteurized milk 
from infected cows. 
The disease to humans is 
known as 
undulant 
fever. 
Although not fatal, it is difficult 
to control and sometimes has a 
recurring fever. 
Humans experience fever, 
chills, sweats, weakness, pains, 
and aches. It may terminate in 
3 to 6 months, but sometimes 
endures much longer. 


- 0- 
In cattle it causes abortion 
and sterility. Cows get it from 
licking newborn calves. Bulls 
that contract it can pass it 
along to other animals. 
Garrett recommends that 
calves from two to six months 
be vaccinated with Strain 19 
brucellosis vaccine. If Texas is 
under quarantine, vaccination 
will not qualify the animal to be 
moved out of the state. 
The vaccination provides 65 
percent protection against 
brucellosis, Stanfield said. 
Other animal health diseases 
that have been attacked in 
similar manner and now no 
longer are a problem include 
hoof and mouth disease, cattle 


tick fever, hog cholera, V.E. in 
swine and V E E. in horses. 
Tuberculosis in cattle, although 
not entirely eliminated yet, is 
well on the way out. said Stan­ 
field. 
Brucellosis suis is the swine 
form of the disease. Brucellosis 
abortus is the cattle disease. 
Brucellosis melitensis is the 
goat disease, but it seldom 
shows up in the United States 
although it is fairly common in 
Mexico. A form of the ailment 
attacks sheep, but it is now un­ 
known in American herds.

How can the cattleman keep 
from getting undulant fever? 
C a ttle m e n 
can 
p r o te c t 
themselves by cleaning and dis­ 
infecting calving areas and 
other places which are likely to 
become contaminated with in­ 
fective materials by wearing 
rubber or plastic gloves when 
assisting cows during calving 
and by not d rin k in g u n­ 
pasteurized milk or other dairy 
products. 
How can the cattleman keep 
his herd brucellosis-free? 
I. Raise his own replacement 
h e i f e r s 
o r 
o n ly 
buy 
test negative c a ttle from 
known brucellosis-free herds. 
2 Isolate and retest all herd 
replacements 60 to 120 days 
following purchase. 
3. Transport cattle only in 
vehicles that have been clean­ 
ed and disinfected. 
4. Vaccinate female calves at 
the recommended age or insist 
upon getting official vaccinates 
when buying re p la c e m e n t 
heifers. 
5. K eep v is ito r s out of 
livestock areas and don’t ex­ 
change bulls with a neighbor. 
6. Keep fences in good repair 
and avoid use of community 
pastures. 
7. Fallow good 
sanitation 
practices on the farm and 
separate animals before calv­ 
ing if possible. 
8. R e g u la rly 
c o n s u lt 
a 
veterinarian on herd health 
matters and get veterinary 
assistance immediately if your 
cows abort or calve early. 
9. Obey all quarantine and 
shipping rules.

E n c o u ra g e o th e r s to 
cooperate in the fight to wipe 
out brucellosis. 
“ Any man that buys breeding 
animals and does not have the 
accompanying negative, ought 
to have his head examined. And 
if he has the least bit of doubt 
he should get the negative test 
at the time of purchase and one 
at least 120 days prior to 
purchase,” said Garrett.
